into the kingdom of heaven.“ His diſtreſs of 
ſoul continued, to a, great degree, near two 
months; particularly, on a certain day, he ſaw 
evidently he muſt go to hell, if he died in the 
ſtate he was in at that time; and told the Lord, 
if he periſhed; he would periſh at his feet.” 
He then found comfort for ſome time. But 
ſoon the enemy began to tell him how much 
better he was than the reſt of his brethren;

ries, he found'ſomething within him that would 
have gladly taken their part, had it not been 
through fear of offending God, who had done 
ſuch wonderful things for him; He went on, 
for ſome time, ſinning and repenting.

\APTAIN BEACH, of Beighthold fone, 
was brought to know the Lord by ſeeing 


ol of his daughters very much diſtreſſed on 


account of fin: for it was ſo great at times that

to him, that he might rejoice in his love, as he 
had done in months paſt: he went thus crying 
after God for many weeks, Satan charged him 
with great impatience; and ſuggelted to him,

HIS poor woman was born and brought 
1 up in Briſtol, where ſhe lived, as great 
numbers there do, © without God, and without 
« hope in the world; * violating the laws of 
| God, breaking his. ſabbaths, deſpiſing his com- 
mands, and trampling upon all his rich mercies. 
In this way ſhe lived, ſinning againſt God with 
a high hand, from her childhood, till ſhe arriv- 
ed to the age of twenty-two years; though, at 
this time, ſne was what the world called a very 
moral perſon : and this, I ſuppoſe, becauſe ſhe

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drunkenneſs, blaſphemy, whoredom, &c. Many 
may abſtain from theſe fins, and be as far from 
the kingdom of God as thoſe who live in them;

For now, about this time, one of Lady H.'s: 
ſtudents providentially paſſing N Briſ- 
tol, in his way to her Ladythip's college, to 
receive inſtructions for his journey into the 
north of England, ſtopped and preached in 
Princes-ſtreet, in that city, from that portion 
of ſcripture recorded in Iſaiah, xliv.

She faw 
and felt that ſhe was a loſt ſinner ; the ſpirit's 
work was too deep in her heart, to be eraſed 
out by any thing they could do or ſay: her con- 
tinual cry was for mercy, and that God would 
pardon her ſins. 


From this time ſhe came conſtantly to Lady 
H. 's chapel, in Briſtol, where ſhe received and 
experienced many bleſſings under the different 
miniſters who regularly ſerve that chapel ; but 
continued under great diſtreſs of ſoul, till about 
ſix months from her being effectually called 
in Princes- ſtreet. After waiting earneſtly. and 
conſtantly upon the Lord, ſhe was delivered 
from all her fears; her burden taken from her, 
and her ſoul made perfectly eaſy and comfort- 
able in the chapel, while one of her Ladyſhip's- 
miniſters was preaching there.

No he n that Her Bu, which were great 
and many, were all pardoned ; ſhe ſaw clearly 
her intereſt in Chriſt, and her right and title 
to the precious bleſſings of his great redemp- 
tion.

« My beloved is mine, and I am his.“ Indeed, 
Chriſt was very precious to her foul; and as 
the Bleſſed Spirit glorifies Chriſt in reveal- 
ing and applying him to the ſinner, ſo he 
always leads that ſame ſinner to glorify Chriſt;
